The Governor 
And The Pay Raise

state has recommended that a pay increase for 
state employees be sealed down from the figure set 
by the constitutionally independent Michigan Civil 
Service Commission.

Milliken has azked the legislature to trim the figure 
so that the average hike will be 6.5 per cent 
That’s only a difference of about 1.6 per 
cent—but when it’s spread across 47,000 
employees at the preseni payroll tevel, ik mukes a 
difference of between $4 and $5 million for every 
per cent of payroll. 
But more important perhaps, in the governor’ 5 
analysis, is the effect the level of state civil service 
payroll has on other public payrolis. 
For exampic, Milliken said at the time he issued 
his call for a salary increase rollback that it would 
mean a difference of more than $20 million. 
The only way he can arrive at this figure is by 
extending the trend that the civil service pay level 
establishes into such areas as state colleges and 
universities. which are not under the state civil 

service, and local school district payrolls, and 

other allied public payroll areas. 

Generally speaking, this analysis holds water. 
Although state civil service workers—hecause of a 
Prohibition in the state constitution—cannot 
bargain for their wages, employees of universities, 
school boards and local: governments can and do 
bargain to the point of striking. 

And of course the state civil service percentage 
increase wiii be ine floor from wich the 
bargaining will begin in such negotiations. 

The state civil service commission, then, in a 
very real sense, does have considerable influence 
on the entire public payroll in Michigan, regardless 
of the governmental unit involved. 

As we said at the outset, the governor has taken 
the bit in his teeth on this one. Under the 
constitutionally-prescribed method for establishing 
the state civil service pay levels, the governor must 
transmit to the legislature as part of his budget the 
pay levels as decreed by the state civil service : 
commission. 

From that point on, it’s up to the iegisiature. it 
takes a two-thirds vote to change the commission’s 
decision, and even then the legislature must deal 
with the total package, decreasing it across the 
board in proportion: in other words, the legislature 
cannot pick and choose which jobs will get how 
much money. 

Although it’s highly improbable the legislature 
would cul down the size of the pay raise, it must 
now face that question. And, in our view, the 
governor was certainly justified in making his 
views known on the size of the package ordered by 
the commission, which we, too, think was too high 
for the circumstances the state faces at this time. 

Among state employees and their families and 
friends—and that’s 47,000 people, plus 
relatives—Milliken’s stand is not generally a 
popular one. It could likely cost him public 
support among this section of the populace, and 
with the size of his victory margin in last 
November’s voting, he can’t stand to lose much 
support and still command a majority. 

But there’s also a possibility his call for 
economy may be heard by a broader section of the 
public, and increase his support on a broader level. | 

As Milliken rerentiy nointed out. a tax ineresse
